He continued, “‘The form of 
governmental assistance is not 
controlling. Since tuition pay- 
ments, whether made to the 
school or to the parent or stu- 
dent, would constitute support 
of church schools, they are 
prohibited by the First Amend- 
ment.”” 

After taking a hard stand 
against grants, loans and tui- 
tion payments for parochail 
schools, Ribicoff pointed out 
that ‘‘the permissible area of 
legislation which renders inci- 
dental benefits to church 
schools is not clear.” 

Cites Eversqn Case 

As illustrations he cited ‘the 
Everson ruling permitting pub- 
lic bus transportation for paro- 
chial school pupils, the school 
lunch and milk programs, and 
the provisions in the national 
defense education act “‘which 
enables church sthools to bor- 
row funds for equipment to 
assist in teaching science, 
mathematics, and languages.”’ 

“Such programs advance 
specific national purposes,” 
Ribicoff said, ‘‘and ‘their. re- 
lationship to the religious func- 
tion of a church school is re- 
mote. Moreover, the require- 
ment that such funds be re- 
paid makes it unlikely that a 
church school will be enabled. 
free its own funds for religious 
purposes.”’ 

In ‘conclusion ‘he said, “In 
what other directions this prin- 
ciple of special purpose loans 
may be extended is difficult to 
ascertain. Typically secular 
and sectarian education is. so 
interwoven in churct schools 
as to thwart most possibili- 
ties.”’ 

There was no reference in 
the Ribicoff opinions to similar 
problems involved in Federal 
aid to church schools of higher 
education. 

There was no cbnstitutional 
objection to legislation provid- 
ing federal aid to public 
schools.

It is very 
easy to tell whether a particu- 
lar man is a good man or a 
bad. Does ‘‘whatsoever he 
doeth” prosper? Does his wife 
obey him, and his children do 
his will?. Does his sow always 
and his cow always 
calve? Do all things go well 
with him? Then he is a man 
after God’s own heart. 

Now there have been people 
in every age who believe it is 
this way. This idea was largely 
held among the ancient He- 
brews and, if you listen close- 
ly, you may even hear it. 
preached from pulpits more 
and less prominent. It is what 
Job’s friends believed, and 
they were firm in their belief 
that Job had been up to some 
sort of devilment, 

There was the palpable truth 
of the matter. Job had been 
rich, the full and complete 
proof of God’s former favor: 
now Job was poor as a result 
of a series of swift and great 
losses, as a result of his diso- 
bediénce to and defiance of 
God. .“‘Come! Let us compel 
him to confess “nfs sin!"*. Job 
would but bewail his misfor- 
tunes by sitting on the gar. 
bage heap and apostrophizing | 
the stars: on the other hand, | 
he passionately declared his 
righteousness in conduct and | 
defied a darkening universe to | 
quench his faith in God. 





I. THE DOCTRINE OF THE | 


DEVIL. ‘‘All that a man hath 
will he give -for his life. But 
put forth thy hand now, and | 
toueh his bone and his flesh, 
and will curse thee to thy | 
face’”’ (Job 2:24,5).

‘In one block, there live 25,000 
people, and I thought of our 
concept, that the building de- 
termines the character of the 
church. How could you have a 
building for 25,000 to the block, 
and yet Christ died for them? 
This is the problem that con- 
fronts the missionaries a. they 
meet here. This is a common 
problem in the Orient. It will 
take more than radio or TV 
to break through. It will take 
the assembling power of God. 

Japan is booming, but the 
fiationalism is closing the 
doors. “‘If this be sin, let us 
have more of it,” they say. 
Cars are abundant, the stores 
are crowed, the people are 
polite — and smart, and the 
small merchant is a deterrent 
to Communism. This is not 
true of Taiwan, nor is it true 
of the rest of southeast Asia, 
according to the missionaries.
